PROTOCOL 


Political 


1» Tbo fondaoeotal polLagr o£ the Ualted States towards all peo- 
ples Is self«detendnatlon* 

2* The Ualted States will eneourage the ttitl-Stalin stre^gle on 
the part of all peq^les of the territories oow controlled by the Soviet 
Union* 

3* The United States will not coerce any national grot^i to change 
their political views nor interfere with their freedon to propagate" 
their own concepts* 


Operational 

1* Training for current operations shall continue separately 
from olher activities* Personnsl for current operations will include 
those men already in the Kaufbeuren training area* any Landsberg train- 
ees willing to return to the h<»Beland and approximately six to eight new 
recruits to be spotted In or outside of Qemany by msmbers of the ZP UWR 
In addition to partisan wai^are* the recruits for eiunrent operatlawts 
shall be thoroughly trained in every aspect of current Soviet life and 
clandestine underground tactics so that they will be able to maneuver 
and operate on their own should that prove neoessazy* The main purpose 
for this training will be to provide sui^ort and reinforcements for the 
underground movement in the homeland* Onus responsible member of the 
IBI7R (UB^r) will be assigned to the training area to assist in the 
successful oonpletion of the progrsm* 

2* A Ukrainian Ouahd Gos^ai^ cot^osed of two hundred men will be 
formed and given general railltaxy training to prepare them aa wartime 
reserve units* The ZP UH7R (UB7R) may place qualified offioere and men 
to the , extent of its abili% to recruit them* Should the ZP UHSTR not 
be able to reei^t the entire guard eoj^lament, the remainder will be 
recruited from among other Ukrainian groups and from the memberships of 
the various Ukrainian mdgre parties* Emphasis will be placed on para- 
military training* and the cadres will be made available to the ZP UH7E 
(UHUR) for the spotting of qualified men for current operations* If 
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this flret att^apt at eatabllehlng a UkralMaa guard eonpany provea 
euoceaaful aod dasirable, it is ooneaiyeble that other ukralidan 
guard conpanieB will be established later « 


3* Xhose trainees at Landsberg who have qualified for political 
aetion training will be sent to the United States as soon as their 
clearanoes have been received* 


lt«, Those tradnees at handsberg who are not qualified either i&p 
p/a or oorrent operations^ and idjo do net wish to beeaoe joembers of the 
guard eonpaEqr« will be released from Landsberg and returned to elvillan 
Ufe lenc^ateljir*
